Cleaning Bronze 
ODERN bronze should never be 
be washed. It should simply 
be dusted and wiped. with a 
silk handkerchief. Occasionally a very 
little sweet oil or vaseline may bdo 
rubbed over it after it is well dusted. 
Then polish with a soft duster ana 
finally with a chamois. 

Real old bronze should be kept well 
dusted and when it becqmes really 
soiled it should be washed with am- 
moniated water as quickly -as pos- 
sible, rinsed, then dried in neated 
boxwood dust. 

Another method for cleaning pronze 
is to make the article very hot by 
immersing it in boiling water, then 
rub well with a piece of flannel -lippcd 
in soapsuds and rub dry witn a 
chamois.
